When SPANISH PLAY retired to stud, he had earned 
$68,165, a neat profit in the early °30’s. He wasn’t too 
successful as a sire, but his name is still found in the pedi- 
grees of many present day good horses. 


The PAVOT colt that Hurstland Farm will offer year- 
ling buyers at Keeneland this summer is a nephew of 
SPANISH PLAY. His grandam, ANNA HORTON, pro- 
duced SPANISH PLAY. She also was the dam of 11 
other winners—two of which later produced stakes win- 
ners.

lis no wonder that steeplechasing is par- 
ticularly identified with Lreland. because 
though it seems always to be fighting a 
losing battle. it’s still always there fight- 
ing. This year the upper ranks had been 
thinned a little by the retirement of 
Adaptable. the Grand National winner of 
1947. and the death through misadven- 
ture of Trough Hill. which won the same 
rece last year. after getting a second and 
two thirds in it previous years. Elk- 
ridge is still around. but when a horse 
is 13. there’s some ground for superstition. 

But. though this department is no au- 
thority on jumpers. it seems that a reason- 
able replacement is developing in F. Am- 
brose Clark’s Pontius Pilate. a big and 
rather spectacular son of Pilate. which cost 
$10.000 as a yearling and took his own 
sweet time about paying it back. Last vear 
he had shown considerable ability by win- 
ning the Beverwyck Steeplechase Handi- 
cap and running third in the Grand Na- 
tional, and this year he’s won both of his 


tarts. the International and the Appleton, 

He strides longer than any other horse 
in the steeplechasing game. and he stands 
off from his jumps and takes them power- 
fully. In the Appleton he was racing with 
Spleen. picking up a length at nearly every 
fence. and then losing it) going the 
next one. It turned out that) this) was 
because Elwood Carter. who rode him, was 
in no hurry. It was. in faet. noted that 
as Pontius Pilate came to the last fence. 
racing head and head with Spleen. Carter 
turned in the saddle and looked back to 
see if Genancoke. the only remaining start- 
er still on his feet. was up to anything. 
Evidently he knew Pontius Pilate could 
leave Spleen anytime he was permitted to. 
and his confidence was justified. Pontius 
Pilate pulling out by more than six lengths 
in the flat run. He has now won approxi- 
mately $26.000. which is a good thing for 
Mr. Clark. because that fad for O.N.T.

STIFF. There was quite a bit of journal- 
istic note taken of the fact that an English 
bookmaker was recently offering 200 to 
1 against an Epsom Derby nominee which 
had been dead for a year. This argues 
fairly bad reporting. for our own winter 
books have done this for years, particular- 
ly on minor candidates whose death does 
het attract any general attention Amer- 
ican books. however. do not usually go 


past 100 to 1. even on dead horses. 

Speaking of books. quite a hardship 
came to hand last week. concerning a 
book which had been operating peaceful- 
ly for years on Narragansett Bay. The 
Kefauver hearings had already unnerved 
the proprietor enough that he took the 
roulette wheel out of the back room. leav- 
ing his customers nothing with which to 
amuse themselves between races. But then 
a naval station across the bay got to ex- 
perimenting with radar. inadvertently 
jamming his reception of results by radio. 

“This Navy!” he was 
quoted as saying. “You never can get 
the second race any more.’ Defending Nar- 
ragansett Bay. they are! And from what?” 

In Florida there is more cheerful news. 
Publication of anything except entries 
and results is about to be forbidden. Thus 
the bookmakers there will be the only ones 
who have complete information. and the 
customers will be betting even more large- 
ly in the dark. Ifs no surprise that so 
many bookmakers go to Florida in the 
winter: they couldn't get a more favor- 
able Legislature anywhere. even if they 
beught it. 


MILLION. This is a reasonable sample 
of a rather considerable amount of mail 
which is appearing these days. and of a 
considerable amount of oral comment. as 
well: 

The other day when T saw the re- 
sults of the Premiere Handicap at 
Hollywood Park T saw red. At one 
time T can remember seeing Jimmy 
Jones. Citation’s trainer. quoted as 
saying that Citation was the greatest 
horse of all time: now he seems de- 
termined to disprove his statement. 
The Premiere Handicap makes the 
horse’s fifth unsuecessful start. Ob- 
viously Citation is not his former self. 
and it seems to me to be almost a 
crime to ruin that great horse’s record 
for a little money. 

Personally. I'd like to see Citation re- 
tired. for I'm fairly sure he is going to 
get more in the stud than he will get now 
on a race track. and. as one owner re- 
marked. if Citation does win his million. 
he’s still just the leading money-winner 
since inflation. But a point or two needs 
to be made. The first. and most important 
one. is that Citation isn’t being abused 
or hurt. Skipping over humanitarian 
grounds. he’s too valuable a property to 
be used any way but carefully. And it 
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isn’t for a litthe money. either. Citation’s 
goal on the track is approximately $60.000 
more. to round off his million. There is 
absolutely no doubt that. put in the stud 
for the L951 season. his services could have 
been sold for considerably more than that 
sum. So the try with Citation isn’t mer- 
cenary. whether you agree with it or not. 
That) rounded million tempted Hirsch 
Jacobs to try once more with Stymie—he 
gave up without getting the horse to the 
races—-and it isn’t surprising that it’s kept 
Citation in training. 

But there really isn’t any damage to be 
done. Citation’s reputation rests primarily 
on his 2- and 3-vear-old racing. when he 
was the best horse [ve ever seen. He can't 
lose any of those races. whatever he does 
now. 

But | can see the writer's point of 
view. too. Citation. by his complete mast- 
ery of the American Turf in his prime. 
made a good many friends who possibly 
never bet on him. and these people feel 
now. when the horse goes down to mean 
defeats. just as fight enthusiasts do when a 
slower. older. ineffective Joe Louis goes 
out and gets pounded around by antago- 
nists whom. a few years earlier. he would 
have knocked into the third press row. 

If the goal were reasonably in sight. 
there isn’t) any real reason Citation 
shouldn't be trained a while longer. The 
point now is that it doesn’t seem that 
there’s much chance of making it. though 
I can see how Jimmy Jones keeps hop- 
ing for one more flash of the old form. 
Citation’s friends can be sure that he 
won't be handled carelessly. and that when 
the estimate of his ability is summed up. 
the 1951 races will be thrown out.

Shoemaker’s W ay with Horses: 
“He Just Don’t Worry Em...”

If autobiographies of jockeys are going 
to become popular light reading, L believe 
that Willie Shoemaker. with some help. 
can make his mark in the world of letters. 
Shoemaker has a more incredulous tale 
to tell than Eddie Arcaro, whose book, / 
Ride To Win. is recommended reading 
to all race fans. 

Arcaro’s rise to fame is something you 
might have suspected. But never in all 
the world would you have picked Shoe- 
maker out as a coming star of the saddle. 
He was small. and that was it. 

A few years ago Shoemaker. a virtual 
waif. got a job at the Suzy Q ranch of 
Tom Simmons in Puente simply because 
it seemed like a plausible place to park 
him. There was a forlorn hope that, be- 
cause of his size. Willie might one day 
develop into a jockey. Considering that 
he had never been on a horse before in 
his life. it was a terrific longshot. 

This reporter isn’t going to chronicle 
the biography of Shoemaker now for a 
number of reasons. One is that by the time 
Willie has been riding 10, or 12, or 15 
more years. he will probably have broken 
every record in the book. Another is that 
by then we may be wondering what in 
the world it was we thought made Ar- 
caro. Johnny Longden. and some of the 
others so great. You have to remember 
that Shoemaker is only 19. and that. it 
was only two years ago that he rode the 
first winner of his career. When he has 
been around as long as Loneden and Ar- 
caro. there’s no guessing how good the 
youngster from Fabens, Texas, may be. 

There’s not much doubt right now. how- 
ever, that Shoemaker is the most phenom- 
enal and amazing rider in these parts. He 


made a sweep of five of the last six 
stakes races run in California. Willie 
closed the Bay Meadows season with 


stakes victories on Moonrush and Coal- 
town, and kept right on going with the 
opening of Hollywood Park to sweep the 
first three stakes races with Special Touch, 
Gold Note and Moonrush. The streak may 
be a long way from ended. Shoemaker is 
on something that can run in every big 
race at Hollywood Park this season. 

No trainer this reporter has talked to 
is able to take apart and analyze the 
things that make Shoemaker a_ great 
rider. He lacks the brilliance. the color. 
and the daring of Arcare, and he is not 
foreverlastingly pumping a horse. as Long- 


den is. As a whip rider, he does not com- 
pare to Steve Brooks or Jack Westrope. 
But horses run for him and the reason, 
I suppose. is best expressed by his agent, 
Harry Silbert. “He just don’t worry ‘em 
none.” Silbert says. That is a classic re- 
mark that aptly Shoemaker’s 
technique. 

It is a rather common sight in races 
at Hollywood Park to see Shoemaker’s 
mount far out of it in the early part. When 
you finally give up all hope and focus 
your attention on something else in the 
race. Willie is likely to come out of no- 
where to win it all right at the wire.

MUM. Shoemaker has a phlegmatie dis- 
position that is upset. Last fall. 
when he was riding against Joe Culmone 
for the national championship, Willie 
couldn't understand what all the fuss was 
about. He actually did not care a great 
deal whether he finished first or second. 
Silbert was the dynamo who kept. push- 
ing him on. As you remember. Willie rode 
during the closing days of the vear at the 
Fair Grounds in New Orleans. The latter

After winning the $20.000 Golden State 
Breeders’ Handicap at Hollywood Park on 
Moonrush the other afternoon, Shoemaker 
was exposed to a microphone for a few 
words to the radio listeners. “What are 
you going to do this evening?” Shoemak- 
er was asked by the gentleman who was 
doing what is referred to as the “color” 
story of the race. 

“Eat. [| guess.” Shoemaker responded. 

None of this has a thing to do with his 
riding ability. which is terrific. and Shoe- 
maker is going to be around in racing a 
long time. As you know by now, he is no 
playboy. He will never have any weight 
problems. and with a fine and sweet young 
wife to help him take care of himself now, 
his career should be a long one. Willie is 
never in trouble himself. and seldom are 
the horses he rides. He follows a trainer's 
instructions perfectly in a race. and I sup- 
pose those two qualities, as much as any- 
thing else. enable the quiet and shy voung- 
ster to win so many races.

DIVIDEND. Attendance at Hollywood 
Park is so terrific. so far ahead of ex- 
pectations, that after only six days of rac- 
ing General Manager Jack Mackenzie or- 
dered an immediate boost of $4,000 a day 
in purses. The increase apparently will 


last for the remainder of the season if 
Hollywood Park’s good fortune should 


continue, and there is no reason to suspect 
it will not. 

Mackenzie. and others of his staff. have 
always gone out of their way to under- 
stand the problems of owners. trainers. 
and jockeys and to help whenever they 
could. It really is not surprising that Hol- 
lyvwood Park wasted no time. and needed 
no urging. in sharing its unexpected good 
fortune with the horsemen. For the first 
five days of racing, attendance was up 
3.1 per cent and the handle was up 11.8 
per cent over last summer, when Holly- 
wood Park had a terrific meeting and the 
daily average topped every track in the 
nation. 


TOSS-UP. The racing so far has been 
excellent. and couple of fillies have 
come out that seem extra fine. They are 
Your Hostess. a full sister to Your Host. 
and Thataway. by Polynesian out of Way- 
about. Both are from last summer's Keene- 
land sales. Neil MeCarthy. acting as agent 
for William Goetz, purchased Your Host- 
ess for $20.000. and paid $8.000 for That- 
away. Its been a long time since 2-vear- 
old fillies have made such impressive de- 
buts in California. and both look like 
bargains. 

Trainer Harry Daniels will run them as 
a team in the Lassie Stakes, and has no 
idea right now which is better. “At. this 
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we 


stage.” Daniels says. “I just can’t decide 
between them. We have not tested them 
against one another, but maybe the Las- 
sic Stakes will give us the answer.” 

| Thataway won the Lassie. Your Host- 
ess was unplaced. | 

Your Hostess is almost a perfect ringer 
for her brother. She has that same golden 
chestnut coat. four white stockings and a 
blaze on her face. She is probably a little 
larger than Your Host was as a 2-year- 
old. and she certainly has a more placid 
disposition. She was so unconcerned in the 
starting gate for her first race that she 
was almost left at the post. But when she 
started running. there was not much doubt 
of her quality. At this stage of her ca- 
reer. she is already one-up on Your Host. 
He needed two starts before scoring his 
maiden victory. She did it, easily, at the 
first opportunity. 


TASK. Citation might make it. but he’s 
got an awfully tough job ahead of him. 

That was what Jimmy Jones said when 
Citation arrived at Hollywood Park, and 
nothing that happened in the Premiere 
Handicap on opening day caused Jimmy to 
change his mind a great deal. As you 
know. Citation finished fifth. running out 
of the money for the first time in 41 starts 
during his career. 

~The average racing fan makes the mis- 
take now.” Jimmy said. “of comparing Ci- 
tation to the horse he was as a 3-year-old. 
It just can’t be done. He doesn’t have that 
youthful exuberance any more. When he 
was young. he would give you that terrific 
speed any time you wanted it in a race. 
He's six years old now. he’s been stopped 
twice by leg trouble. and if he can win 
half his races at this stage of his career 
I'll be satisfied.” 

The 26.221 fans who turned out for the 
opening of Hollywood Park's 50-day spring 
and summer meeting were a lot more opti- 
mistic about Citation’s chances of winning 
the Premiere than Jones was. They sent 
the son of Bull Lea—*Hydroplane IL to 
the post the favorite. and they might have 
been right except that Citation had about 
as much bad luck in the race as a horse 
can possibly have. 

He came out of the gate banging the 
side of the stall and was straightened by 
the gate extension. He had only a couple 
of horses beaten down the backstretch 
when Precession came in took his 
path and Steve Brooks elected to go to 
the outside. It cost Citation a couple of 
lengths and threw him on his wrong lead 
as he swung around the turn, and he con- 
tinued to climb until he was straightened 
away at the head of the home. stretch. 
Then he began a run that looked a lot 
like the Citation of old. 

He was closing the gap on the leaders 
when he ran into a wall of three horses. 
There did not seem a possible chance that 
he could get through, but watching Cita- 
tion’s face you could see that he was de- 


termined to make it some way. even if he 
had to climb over them. The tremendous 
spirit that made him such a great Thor- 
oughbred was still there. even if that game 
left fore leg wasn't all that it should be. 
For several strides. Citation was actually 
turned sideways. headed toward the lakes 
and flowers in the infield, but he made it 
through a narrow opening and was still 
coming on at the wire. Had the race been 
at seven furlongs. instead of six. he would 
have won in spite of all his trouble. 


Citation pulled up sound, and that was 
the thing that mattered the most to Jim- 
my Jones. His next start was to be over a 
distance of ground. and Jimmy hopes to 
give Citation at least three more races be- 
fore the running of the $100,000 Gold Cup. 
By the way. Jimmy is still burned up over 
reports in some of the San Francisco 
papers that accused the stable of qualify- 
ing with Citation in his two races at Bay 
Meadows. 

“That is utterly ridiculous.” Jimmy said. 
“This is one horse that I especially hate 
to see beaten. Citation ran well until he 
got tired in both his races at Bay Meadows. 
and he could not have been an inch closer 
to the leaders if Brooks had hit him 20 
times. In fact. | thought his first race at 
Bay Meadows was the best of his three re- 
cent performances. For the first eighth of 
a mile he looked like the Citation of old, 
and the early speed he showed that day is 
one of the things that encourages me to 
think he might make it.” 


You might be interested to know. that 
rival trainers at Hollywood Park are not at 
all as pessimistic about Citation’s chances 
of reaching that) million-dollar mark as 
Jimmy Jones professes to be. Several of

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them described his race in the Premiere 
zs outstanding. Woody Long expects Cita- 
tion to murder the same field the next time 
he races. and Allen Drumheller. who 
trains Special Touch, winner of the Pre- 
miere. thought Citation would have been 
uncomfortably close except for so much 
interference in the stretch. Some of the 
trainers made out a good case for Citation 
by comparing him through other horses, 
At Bay Meadows, he was beaten twice by 
A Lark and Pancho Supreme. In the Pre- 
miere. A Lark finished up the race track 
and Pancho Supreme was not deemed good 
enough to start. 

Jimmy is undoubtedly right that Cita- 
tion is not the race horse now that he 
was as a 3-year-old, and no one expects 
him to be that terrific again. But this re- 
porter feels that Citation is going to be 
good enough to win another stakes or 
two, and that he probably will be ready on 
Gold Cup day. It doesn’t take a terrific 
horse to beat the best in the handicap 
ranks right now. 


PAINT AND CELLULOID. You can al- 
ways count on Hollywood Park to come 
up with one or two new ideas each season. 
This year. it seems to me, the track has 
contributed something really worth while 
in the starting gate. which is painted white. 
The idea belongs to Wendell Cassidy, Hol- 
lvwood Park’s presiding steward and head 
of the racing department. The main 
thought is that in a white gate the horses 
are not “lost” against a dark background 
once they enter the stalls. For the more 
artistic minded. the white gate is a vast 
improvement in looks. and Cassidy's idea 
will probably be widely copied. 

Hollywood Park’s other novel idea also 
has to do with the starts. Apparently Mr. 
Cassidy is one of those men who isn’t going 
to rest until the start of every race is per- 
fect. and he has devised an overhead arm 
that swings out over the track about 30 
vards in front of the starting gate. In the 
arm is a camera that grinds away and gets 
a close-up shot as every horse comes out of 
the gate. The pictures are wonderful. and 
every detail of the start is recorded. 

On opening day. one horse shied from 
the shadow of the arm as the field came 
down the stretch, so it gave Cassidy an- 
other idea. The arm has been changed 
now so that as soon as its work is done, it 
can be turned on a crank and lowered into 
the infield. completely out of sight. 

The next thing at Hollywood Park is 
going to be a gate made of glass. Sounds 
a little fantastic. The shields are plexi- 
glass. and are shaped so that once a horse 
is in the stall his head is automatically 
held in place. There is a contrivance in 
the back that makes each stall adjustable 
to the size of the horse. It eliminates a 
horse's forward-and-backward motion in 
the stall gate. and the way I hear tell of 
it. the thing virtually eliminates the need 
for half a dozen assistant starters. 
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With the exception of 1911 and 1912. 
when there was no racing in New York, 
the Belmont Stakes has been run annually, 
Jerome Park. 1867-1889: at Morris 
Park. 1890-1904; at Belmont Park, 1905 to 


date. This vear’s running will be the 
83rd.

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TRACKS & MEETINGS 


Summary of Florida Season 


Florida horse racing. according to fig- 
ures from the Florida State Racing Com- 
mission, showed an increase of 19.6 per 
cent in pari-mutuel play last winter. reach- 
ine an all-time high total of $113.358,668. 
This increase produced an additional reve- 
nue for the State of $1.531.983 over the 
preceding year, or a total of $9,776,197. 
The gain in State revenue amounted to 
about 18 per cent. 

Tropical Park had the largest gain in 
mutuel play—28.7 per cent. Hialeah was 
next with 19.1 per cent. and Gulfstream 
had 17.9 per cent. As usual. Hialeah led 
in the matter of actual dollar increase. 
It. play increased by $8.358.495 for a 
total handle of $52.055.908 for 40 days of 
racing. Tropical gained $5,077,783 over 
its previous season. and Gulfstream Park 
$5.073.331. 

Of the total revenue to the State from 
horse racing. $4.605.654 came from Hia- 
leah. $2.931.845 from Gulfstream, $2,023.- 
112 from Tropical. and $215.584 from 
Sunshine Park. 

The 1950-51 mutuel handle was 4.5 per 
cent ahead of the previous all-time high 
for 1946-47,

Hialeah showed the 
largest’ percentage of gain of approxi- 
mately 5 per cent. Gulfstream showed an 
increase of 3.6 per cent. whereas Tropical 
Park was down 1.3 per cent. Sunshine 
Park had an 18.6 per cent decrease with 
fewer days of racing than in 1950. 


Regulations in Jersey 


Theodore D. Parsons. attorney general 
of New Jersey. has issued someé rules to be 
observed by New Jersey running and har- 
ness tracks. The regulations are designed 
to keep “undesirables. including those re- 
ferred to in the Kefauver Committee hear- 
ings.” off the tracks. Pari-mutuel ticket 
sellers are asked to report known gamblers 
to the police if they are recognized at any 
New Jersey track. Persons arrested for 
bookmaking at a track will be prosecuted 
by grand jury action rather than under 
local ordinances. Ticket sellers have been 
instructed to refuse to accept comeback 
money, if they are aware of the source.
